By fumilhhig with ikill in the arts o f difputn* 
tion and fophiftry, andi producing aa attachment to eilab« 
liihed fyftems, it turne^ the minds o f men from uutlb 
and rendered them more deâg£iifié&t9Te&ft evidence, sn^ 
fcare capable of evading it. 
Hence it happened, that thit 
heavenly initruftion, when firit communicated, was to tbi 
Je*ws mjlumkling block, and to the Grtekt foolifbmfs j and 
tfiat, in ipite of miracles themfetoesi the pcclons who re«» 
jeitfd it with moft ditiiain, aud who oppoled it wiih moft 
violence, were thole who had been educated in colleges* 
and were bell: vericd in the falie learning of thé times a 
A nd had it taught the true philofophy inftéad o f the truë 
religion, the etieft would hav« been the fame.
